AMBITIOUS plans for a football 
academy set up in partnership 
with Abbey School and Faversham 
Town FC look set to be dashed. 

And to mb salt into the club’s wounds, it 
looks likely the school will instead partner 
with non-league rivals Dover Athletic. 

The academy is designed to nurture the next 
generation of football talent, raising the profile 
of both the town and, it had been hoped, our 
local non-league club. 

Yourswale understands an announcement 
could be made as early as this week to confirm 
the tie-up with the south coast side. 

It will come as a massive blow to Faversham 
Town which says it has been in negotiations 
for six months with the school. Although the 
academy will still be in the town Faversham 
were keen to further cement their community 
credentials. 

The school’s apparent shimmy towards the 
team 25 miles away has enraged club chiefs - 
with one describing the move as “madness”. 

But the school has denied any wrongdoing. It 
said a statement published on the football 
club’s website this week - entitled Abbey 
School shun Town in favour of Dover Athletic’ 
was “inaccurate”. 

However, it refused to comment further until 
after the half-term break this week. It appears 
funding issues lie at the heart of the split. 

Faversham Town had been in talks with the 
Abbey School for six months, with negotiations 
taking place, say the club, with the school’s 
head of PE Simon Finlan and year head

STROKE OF FORTUNE: New £80,000 grant will help safeguard future of town's swimming pool 

Green light given 
to splash cash to 
keep pool afloat

A GRANT of up to £80,000 to 
run Faversham Swimming 
Pools has been approved by 
Swale councifs executive 
committee, safeguarding its 
immediate future. 

And, what’s more, new jobs could 
be created at the popular venue in 
Leslie Smith Drive too. 

It is still to be ratified at full coun¬ 
cil but this is most likely a ‘rubber 
stamping 5 exercise as all parties are 
aware of how popular the pools are. 

The sum will cover running costs 
for the financial year 2009/10 after it 
was agreed at a recent meeting. 

If the cash had not been forthcom¬ 
ing a report to council warned that 
the facility would suffer and may 
have even had to close. 

A spokeswoman for Swale council 
said: “We fund any deficits incurred 
by the trust which runs the pools 
themselves. 

“This has now been put on a more 
formal footing with a set amount 
guaranteed. 


“The pool is an extremely popular 
local facility and this will guarantee 
its future. 

“The money will cover such things 
as maintenance and running costs.” 

The report also recommends that 
better communication be established 
between both the council and trust 
which runs the leisure facilities 
which are extremely popular among 
the town’s residents. 

The Faversham Pools are not only 
popular locally, but draw in families 
from surrounding towns too, making 
it a vital asset to the community. 

Staff at the pool said they were 
delighted at the news that they could 
continue to offer “a great facility for 
the area at a low cost to the council”. 

Cllr Rick Bamicott is chairman of 
the pools’ trust. 

He said: “I welcome the progress 
that has been made but we still have 
to wait for a final decision. 

“This is an excellent step in the 
right direction for the people who use 
the pools and those who work there, 
however. 

“The recommendation is that we 
get the money we asked for plus a lit¬ 
tle bit more to cover the cost of 
upgrading what we have and maybe 
taking on some new staff.”

Darren Hare. Mr Hare is also assis¬ 
tant manager at Dover Athletic. 

An insider at Dover confided to 
Yourswale the school was at a “highly 
advanced” stage of talks and that an 
announcement of a working relation¬ 
ship was imminent. 

Town manager Justin Luchford said: 
“I am extremely disappointed. This was 
and should have been a perfect part¬ 
nership which would have worked for 
both parties. It now appears a 
Faversham school will be having a foot¬ 
ball academy with a club from another 
town. In my eyes this is just madness.” 

The official club statement said: “For 
the past six months we have been in 
discussion with Abbey School regard¬ 
ing a joint venture to bring a football 
academy to the town with the intention 
of providing local youngsters the oppor¬ 
tunity of extending their education and 
developing their footballing skills. 

“As recently as January 19 the club 
believed negotiations were progressing 
well and a joint meeting took place 
between club officials, the school and a 
representative of the Conference 
Youth League. No mention of any con¬ 
cerns were raised with the school. 

Enhance 

“The club was, therefore, disappointed 
to hear the school had decided to enter 
into negotiations with Dover Athletic.” 

The club went on to say that it had 
made it plain it was not in a position to 
fund, even partially, the project. 

The statement added: “Faversham 
Town’s sole motivation for this ges¬ 
ture was to provide local youngsters 
with the opportunity to enhance their 
footballing and educational skills, 
with the added bonus of seeing them 
progress through the ranks wearing a 
Lilywhite shirt. 

“Other benefits would have seen both 
parties actively supporting the other in 
the pursuit of grant funding to improve 
facilities available to youngsters. 

“We are disappointed the school has 
opted to proceed in this project without 
us. Faversham Town has invested a 
great deal of time and effort into driv¬ 
ing this forward and feels a combined 
partnership between club and school 
would be a best option for the town.” 

The Dover Athletic source added: 
“The club had a number of meetings 
with schools and would have liked to 
work with one in our town. However 
there did not seem to be the structure 
and facilities in place to do so.” 

Yourswale contacted Kent County 
Council to give the school further 
opportunity to comment on the claims 
but at the time of going to press on 
Tuesday, had received no response.

WATCH out Wallace & Gromit, you’ve 
got competition - and hundreds have 
flocked online to see the latest genera¬ 
tion of talented animators. 

A team of junior artists - all of the grand age 
of seven - from Ethelbert Road Primary School 
spent 14 weeks making the mini features. 

And after they posted them on YouTube they 
become a hit with more than 200 people flock¬ 
ing to watch them. What’s more, a new batch 
went online this week. 

They all focus on wildlife; one has an octopus 
and various other undersea creatures while the 
others have a pair of worms and a hedgehog as 
their main subjects. 

Headteacher Samantha Fenn said the staff 
had learnt alongside the pupils when it came to 
designing the short films. 

She said: “Animation was new for everyone 
when we formed an after school club to make 
the productions. 

“It was a learning experience for both pupils 
and their teachers and they all benefited.” 

The project started with discussions between 
all parties as to what the subject matter should 
be. 

Ms Fenn said: “Everyone had a look at things 
like Wallace & Gromit to see how they were put 
together. 

“They then made up a storyboard, before con¬ 
structing the models and the sets. 

“It was then time to learn how to move the 
models a little bit at a time and make the small 


movements which are then filmed in order to 
simulate action. 

“It is quite a challenging task to get it all up 
and running and everyone was very pleased 
with the results. 

“As well as getting hits on YouTube the cam¬ 
eras have come into the school as local televi¬ 
sion news crews have been seeing how we 
made the films. 

“The pupils have been very excited at the 
results of their work and the interest that has 


been shown from so many different people.” 

The group then uploaded the films and added 
the finishing touches. 

“It was quite an ambitious project, but a great 
success,” said Ms Fenn. 

“Our latest films are based on the Star Wars 
films and another is about a hippo.”

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End of the 
road for HGV 
drink driver 

A LORRY driver from Faversham 
is set to pay a hefty price for driving 
home after having a few drinks on a 
night out. 

And after being disqualified for a 
year by magistrates, he will lose 
his job after toppling over the drink 
drive limit. 

Dominic Boyes, 23, of Abbey 
Fields, was only just over the legal 
limit when he was arrested in 
Heme Bay. 

Police stopped him after they 
noticed one of the front lights on his 
car wasn’t working. 

Noel Watkins, prosecuting at 
Canterbury Magistrates Court 
last week, told magistrates Boyes 
readily accepted he had had a cou¬ 
ple of drinks in a local night club. 

Boyes told the court: “I’m sorry for 
what I have done. I will lose my job 
as an HGV driver because of this.” 

He was disqualified from driving 
for a year, fined £180 and ordered 
to pay £60 costs plus £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Meanwhile, fire crews last week 
had to clear up a large pool of petrol 
flooding part of Crispin Close. 
Police believe about 30 litres of the 
liquid had leaked from a car after 
thieves had tried to syphon off 
petrol from its tank. 


Town hall chiefs in 
search for firm to 
take over at market 


THE company behind the town’s 
popular market looks set to be 
replaced after it ran into financial 
difficulties. 

Hughmark International, which 
runs market sites across the UK, 
went into administration earlier this 
month. Its business has been taken 
over by its sister company 
Hughmark Continental. It has taken 
over the running of the thrice-weekly 
market - one of the oldest in Kent - on 
an interim basis. 

It is operating the Market Place 
market on a week-by-week basis. 

Now Swale council chiefs have 
begun the hunt for a new market 
operator to step in and help boost the 
market’s fortunes. 

Trading on a Tuesday has slumped 
but is seen as a Toss leader’ by the 
market operators. Sales on the 
Friday and Saturday markets “com¬ 
pensates” for the losses. 

However, it is widely expected 
markets will see a boom in cus¬ 
tomers as a result of the recession 
forcing families to slash budgets and 



hunt out bargains. 

So at a meeting recently councillors 


agreed that a new operator should be 
sought before August of this year. 

In a report to councillors com¬ 
piled by officers it is emphasised 
markets are an important source of 
goods for some residents who may 
not use shops because of budgetary 
restrictions. 

The document states: “In the round 
of market operations nationally, 
Faversham is holding its own.”

CANTERBURY risks becoming a 
high priced commuter city with the 
introduction of the high-speed rail 
link, warns top economics expert 
David Freud. 

The ex-investment banker - who hit the 
headlines at the weekend for breaking away 
from the Government to become a Tory Party 
advisor - has warned that although the rail 
link promises benefits, the effects must be 
carefully managed. 

He said: “It will have a huge effect on the 
city, both negative and positive; 61 minutes 
from central London, Canterbury is one of the 
few nice cities with its own identity. There is 
not that many if you think about it. 

“The potential negative effects include turn¬ 
ing Canterbury into too much of a commuter 
city - this is a very real danger. 

“And the other big danger is raising house 
prices. People might think it’s very nice to be 
living in a house where prices are going up, 
but really I don’t think it does an area much 
good.”

Mr Freud is great-grandchild of world 
famous psychologist Sigmund Freud and 
made his name in the City. But he hit the 
headlines when then Prime Minister Tony 
Blair hired him two years ago to review the 
welfare system. 

But he warned Canterbury must have the 
infrastructure in place to cope with the 
inevitable increase in population the high¬ 
speed link will bring. 

He said: “The population is going to increase, 
and this will put pressure on housing and the 
infrastructure to support it. Canterbury needs 
to make sure there is enough housing, and the 
infrastructure can support the extra people.” 

He will be giving this year’s Lord Mayor of 
Canterbury’s Lecture on Friday, where he will 
expand on the effects of the high-speed link 
and give his opinion on the recession. 

Speaking to this newspaper he said: “It’s 
going to be a very deep recession, but not as 
long as one might fear. 

‘Will we be better off after the recession? No.

Tasty triangle's 
putting area on 
good food map 


PIONEERING chefs and high 
quality local produce have created 
an east Kent triangle of culinary 
heaven according to experts at 
The Good Food Guide. 

Between Canterbury, Whit stable and 
Faversham exists what foodies are describ¬ 
ing as the centre of great British food. 

Elizabeth Carter, editor of The Good Food 
Guide, said: “It started with Reads in 
Faversham which for years was the only 
decent restaurant in the area with an 
emphasis on local produce. 

“The head chef there, David Pitchford, 
trained many, many young chefs, some of 
whom moved back to the area. 

“Then ten years ago the Harris brothers 
took over the Sportsman in Seasalter and 
they have also trained chefs; it’s all grown 
out from there.” 

The combination of well trained chefs and 
good quality Kentish fare has proved a win¬ 
ning formula with restaurants such as The 
Goods Shed, The Sportsman and Reads 
receiving rave reviews from dozens of nation¬ 
al food critics. 

Mrs Carter said: “Chefs visiting Kent are 
blown away by the local produce. There is the 
feeling of something happening in east Kent. 
You have all these superb farmers markets

like The Goods Shed and Macknade. 

“The Goods Shed has done so much to 
champion local produce.” 

And while west Kent boasts some award¬ 
winning restaurants such as Thackeray’s in 
Tunbridge Wells, the other side of the county 
can’t hold a candle to the gastronomic power¬ 
house east of Faversham. 

Mrs Carter said: “This triangle in east 
Kent is very concentrated. Just in Whitstable 
itself you have Wheelers, Jo Jo’s and 
Williams & Brown, and then in Faversham 
there’s Reads and in Canterbury the Goods 
Shed. 

“Then in between you have all these won¬ 
derful pubs like the Three Mariners at Oare 
and the Dove at Dargate. These pubs join up 
the dots. 

“They don’t have that in west Kent.” 

Faversham-based brewer Shepherd 
Neame is delighted by the recognition afford¬ 
ed to several of its pubs. 

More than one quarter of Kent listings in 
The Good Food Guide 2009 are Shepherd 
Neame pubs, including old favourites the 
Dove in Dargate, the Granville in Lower 
Hardres, and the Sportsman, as well as new 
entries the Fitzwalter Arms in Canterbury 
and the Three Mariners in Oare.

White horse wins but 
how can we dean it?

SECRET staircases leading clean¬ 
ers to 50ft-high abseil hatches 
could be the answer to mainten¬ 
ance issues surrounding Kent’s 
giant white horse. 

The idea is one of several being considered 
by engineers working with Turner Prize¬ 
winning artist Mark Wallinger, who last week 
beat off competition from a shortlist of talents 
to win the multi-million-pound Ebbsfleet 
Landmark Project commission. 

Speaking exclusively to our sister paper 
Kent on Sunday, Mr Wallinger revealed that 
the horse could also be built using new ‘con¬ 
crete spinning 5 techniques to increase the 
structure’s strength. 

Technology 

He said: “There have been great advances in 
concrete technology in recent years, which 
makes the material a lot stronger than it was 
before. 

“My study team has come up with several 
different ideas as to what we could do, includ¬ 
ing putting some sort of steps into the horse’s 
legs and having little abseil hatches for the 
cleaners to hang out of. 

“But the planning process will probably take 
about a year, so we’ll be able to work out the 
details along the way.” 

The £2 million white horse, which is being 
privately funded by Eurostar, Land Securities 
and London and Continental Railway, will 
stand prominently at Springhead Park and 
overlook Ebbsfleet Valley and Ebbsfleet inter¬ 
national station. 

It was announced as the winning design on 
Tuesday last week, just hours before the real 
horse it was modelled on - Riviera Red - won 


in the 2.40pm flat race at Lingfield. Mr 
Wallinger said: “It was a bizarrely amazing 
day because I own an eighth of the horse and 
it had only ever won one race before. So it was 
a unique double for me. 

“He may not be the fastest horse, but he’s 
very good to look at and we needed an attrac¬ 
tive thoroughbred to be able to model the 
design on and take pictures of from every 
angle.” 

Mr Wallinger’s design was originally criti¬ 
cised by Kent County Council, which wanted 
the animal to be ‘prancing 5 like the Invicta 
symbol in the authority’s crest. 

However, deputy leader Alex King welcomed 


the judges’ decision despite them ignoring the 
council’s protests. 

He said: “This is the best option of the ones 
that were available. It may not be prancing, 
but at least it’s a horse and it’s white. 

“It looks a lot more like Invicta than a pile of 
bricks does.” 

Cllr King’s comments referred to one of the 
designs beaten by Mr Wallinger’s horse, which 
was Richard Deacon’s stack of differently- 
shaped polyhedrons based on a cairn. 

The other losing design was that of a tower 
of stacked cubes with a laser beam shooting 
from it into the sky, by French conceptual 
artist Daniel Buren.

Landmark Project to Mark Wallinger 
attracted a slew of negative comments 
on our websites from readers. 

Some described his horse design as 
“drab and uninspiring”, while others 
said it would only be a matter of time 
before the sculpture was vandalised. 

Mark, from Sittingbourne, wrote 
that “a giant plastic gnome would be 
more tasteful than this abomination”, 
while Andy Smith, from Cheshire, 
said the horse looked “extremely silly, 
like something from Land of the 
Giants”. 

Stuart, from Rainham, added: 
“History recorded what happened the 
last time a hollow horse was gifted to 
the nation - Troy was burned to the 
ground! 


“The youth of Gravesham and the 
surrounding area will thank you, I’m 
sure. 

“It’ll give them somewhere to shelter 
in inclement weather conditions while 
they drink and smoke themselves 
stupid.”

States, wrote: “When I read about this 
today, I was very excited - a horse as 
tall as the Statue of Liberty! 

“I would definitely come to see that 
next time I’m over. Awesome idea for 
art lovers!” 

Max Joseph, from Dublin in Ireland, 
added: “I think it will be a fabulous 
piece of art.”

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Taser gun increase 
may trigger debate

AN extra 66 taser guns are set to 
be in use by police officers on the 
county’s streets. 

Kent Police said the force will find out soon 
whether its bid for a share of £8 million of 
Home Office funding for the weapon has been 
successful. 

The controversial taser guns shoot barbed 
darts charged with 50,000 volts of electricity 
which stun their victims into submission. 

Assistant Chief Constable Steve Harris 
said: “We believe that we will get what we 
have asked for sometime in the near future. 

“However, there are only so many units 
available for the entire country so it depends 
how many forces bid for them. 

‘We bid for 66 tasers. It is our armed 
response team that use these at the moment 
with a 24/7 capability. 

“It is for wider use to extend taser deploy¬ 
ment beyond firearms.” 

The new weapons will be split between tac¬ 
tical teams at the forces headquarters in 
Maidstone and other policing areas, the 
roads’ policing unit and the Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition (ANPR) team. 

Asked in what sort of situations the officers 
will be using the weapons, he said: “I think 
that is more difficult because each deploy¬ 
ment has to be made on a risk assessment. 

“Tactical deals with pre-planned operations 
such as where there might be offenders like¬ 
ly to offer violence.” 

He said the other units were available spon-

taneously, as well as for pre-planned opera¬ 
tions, and will be used if there is a threat of 
violence from a weapon other than a firearm. 

Chief Constable Mike Fuller told a meeting 
of the Kent Police Authority (KPA) last 
December he had applied for extra weapons 
after Jacqui Smith, the Home Secretary, 
announced that 10,000 tasers would be made 
available for frontline officers nationally. 

However, the Metropolitan Police Authority, 
in response to Ms Smith’s announcement, 
said it would not immediately take up the 
offer because it has the “potential to cause 
fear and damage public confidence” in police. 

ACC Harris said: ‘We are quite proportion¬ 
ate in the way we are seeking to extend use. 

“Some forces applied for these for every 
operational officer - we have been selective 
and used risk assessment. 


‘We have been proportionate so it is for defi¬ 
nite sections rather than general application.” 

He said tasers had been in use since 2005 
and there had been 30 operational uses and 
the weapons had been fired three times. 

Taser guns are already widely used by 
police officers across North America. 

In a report published last December, 
Amnesty International claimed around 334 
people in the US have died in the last seven 
years after being stunned by a taser. 

The organisation said its report showed the 
weapons were potentially lethal and open 
to abuse. 

ACC Harris said the force took officer safe¬ 
ty seriously and said tasers were another tool 
to add to a kit, that include body armour 
and metal baton, that protects officers 
from injury.

KENT Police says a gay essay contest for chil¬ 
dren organised as part of a month-long cele¬ 
bration of ‘Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender History’ demonstrates its com¬ 
mitment to tackling hate crime. 

We reported last week how the police force 
ran the competition for under-14s; drawing crit¬ 
icism from the likes of Conservative MP Ann 
Widdecombe who said the police should spend 
more time “catching burglars” and that it was 
an “extraordinary waste of police resources”. 

Children are asked to write a 200-word essay 
on what this month’s slogan ‘All different, same 
respect’ means to them. The prize is £25. 

But Kent Police Deputy Chief Constable 
Adrian Leppard said: “It’s an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity for Kent Police to reinforce how serious¬ 
ly we take hate crime and how committed we 
are to tackling it. 

‘We are also aware there is significant under 
reporting of homophobic bullying in schools so 
it’s vital that we take positive action to tackle 
these issues whenever we can.”

AS if being a teenager was not dif¬ 
ficult enough with all those hor¬ 
mones pulsing through your body 
the online world can be a mighty 
confusing place sometimes. 

I refer to the internet phenomenon that is 
online social networking. Sites dedicated to 
allowing everyone their own piece of the web 
from which to share photos, gossip and pretty 
much anything else inbetween. 

Adults are, arguably, responsible enough to 
know what to handle. But spare a thought for 
the teenager as they grapple with a desire to 
be part of the ‘in crowd’. For them the bound¬ 
aries of what they should reveal can be 
blurred. But here comes the first of the inter¬ 
net’s massive contradictions. 

On the one hand, the message being driven 
home by parents etc, is to not reveal informa¬ 
tion about yourself while you’re surfing. And 
quite sensible too. While 99 per cent of those 


online are like you or I, there will always be 
one per cent from the shadier side of life. 

Which goes against the concept of social net¬ 
working sites. Because there the emphasis is 
on sharing. The more you post the more popu¬ 
lar you’re likely to be. And the more ‘friends’ 
you’ll have. No wonder teens are confused. 

And be under no illusion, these sites are 
becoming pretty much as essential for today’s 
youngsters as having a mobile phone. 

Take Facebook, the current destination for 
those trying to make their lives sound full of 
glamour. According to conservative estimates 
it has 175 million people hosting their own 
pages. Sharing pictures, sharing personal 
information. It’s a dream platform for an 
attention-seeker - a little concerning for those 
worried about personal data going astray. 

Now there’s new kid on the block Twitter - a 
site which is growing day-by-day. Small fry (it 
has a mere 55m members), it is designed to 
allow users to provide updates to ‘followers’ of 
their day. Now, this does, I grant you, provide 


lots of obvious jokes about what, say, a teenage 
lad’s day involves, but, more importantly, it 
raises the question of just who will be able to 
access these updates and learn a remarkable 
amount courtesy of one quick Google search. 

Don’t get me wrong - I’m not advocating 
avoidance of these sites, but I fear they provide 
too much of a window on who we are. That 
journey of discovery which is normally con¬ 
ducted by having real world contact with us. 

It is almost as though the Big Brother syn¬ 
drome of the man in the street wanting other 
people to know about them by virtue of no spe¬ 
cial talents, but just because they exist, is now 
the prime driver on the web too. 

I urge care. I urge highlighting the fun of 
going out and talking to people rather than 
making yourself sound cool on a website.

He released his first single, as Les

and later adopted the name Billy 
Ocean, under which he would find 
worldwide fame. Some sources claim 
Ocean’s new name was inspired by 
the East London estate on which his 
family lived, others say it was in hon¬ 
our of his favourite football team in 
Trinidad, Ocean’s Eleven. 

In 1976 he released his debut 
album bearing that name and it 
spawned his first huge hit - Love 
Really Hurts Without You, which 
reached number two in the UK 
charts. He went on to score other hits.

WITH Christian Bale’s mad f-word 
lambasting of a director of photogra¬ 
phy still ringing in our ears, it’s 
worth remembering the next 
Terminator film, Terminator Salvation, 
will be with us soon enough.

IT all started out as a line from an 
episode of Sex And The City, when 
Carrie’s date Jack Berger gave 
Miranda some straight-talking 
relationship advice. 

When Berger’s comment that “He’s just not 
that into you” ended up having such a huge 
impact on fans, Sex And The City’s consultant 
Greg Behrendt and executive story editor Liz 
Tuccillo decided to write a self-help book of the 
same name.

“And I helped create her with Nan (her Flower

BERLIN are breathtaking, uplift¬ 
ing and full of energy. 

Although often only remembered for their 
global smash hit Take My Breath Away - 
featured in the classic jet-fighter film Top Gun 
- the California quartet have released 16 time¬ 
less singles since bursting on to the scene in 
1980. 

Led by blonde bombshell Terri Nunn, the 
new-wave outfit lit up the UK charts on three 
occasions, reaching number one with TMBA, 
breaking into the top 50 with follow-up track 
Like Flames and scoring a number 39 smash 
with You Don’t Know. 

Disappearing 

Having attained an average chart position of 
number 30 during the heady hair-rock days of 
1986, the band called time on their career the 
following year, disappearing without a trace 
for more than a decade. 

Still, Berlin are brilliant. 

The band’s namesake - the capital of 
Germany - is just as good an experience as 
listening to the four-piece. Arguably better. 

What struck me most about the city is its 
many parallels to London, with its abundance 
of historic landmarks, trendy up-and-coming 
districts and cosmopolitan feel standing out in 
particular. 

Unlike merry old London, however, Berlin 
works. Its transport system is efficient, cost- 
effective and reliable (insert your own stereo¬ 
typical German gag here). 

Berlin is also cleaner than London, with 
even the busiest of the city’s streets free from 
discarded crisp packets, cigarette butts and 
other miscellaneous rubbish that so dese¬ 
crates our capital. 


But enough of the London bashing. Let us 
focus on Berlin. 

The city boasts dozens of world-renowned 
landmarks, many of which are within easy 
walking distance of one another. And the con¬ 
trasts are sometimes extraordinary. 

Remnants of the Berlin Wall, for example, 
stand alongside the city’s futuristic Sony 
Centre, just a few blocks away from the 
Brandenburg Gate, the Reichstag building, 
Hitler’s bunker and the Jewish memorial. 

Berlin’s wartime past is inescapable and 
moving. 

A thin, brickwork snake has been laid where 
the Berlin Wall once stood, ensuring the 
East/West divide - and the hundreds who lost 
their lives trying to cross over into the more 
prosperous West - is never forgotten. 


Square bronze tablets have also been set out¬ 
side the homes of the Jewish residents, giving 
a constant reminder of the thousands of 
German men, women and children who were 
ousted and killed by the Nazis. 

But Berlin is not just a historic city defined 
by the war. 

Its traditionally poorer Eastside is on the 
rise, with millions of pounds of investment 
bringing it up to par with the West. 

Bars, cafes, restaurants, hotels and night¬ 
spots are opening on an almost daily basis. 

Berlin offers everything that the weekend 
breaker could possibly want and is accessible 
enough to give even short-term visitors a taste 
of its fantastic past and bright future. 

To coin a phrase: “breathtaking, uplifting 
and full of energy”.

Rise in loan approvals 

THE latest figures released from the 
Bank of England show a slight rise in 
mortgage approvals for December. 

According to the Bank, December saw 
31,000 home loans approved, a slight 
increase from the 27,000 approved in 
November. However, the figure still rep¬ 
resents the second lowest on record. 

In 2008 lending declined by 58 per cent 
with 519,000 mortgages approved, com¬ 
pared with 1,250,000 for 2007. 

The December figure was described as 
“mildly encouraging” by many analysts, 
however, many are warning that there 
will be even fewer mortgages approved 
in the next 12 months since the banks 
are still short of money to lend. 

Window of opportunity 

BRITISH consumers are looking to be 
positive and take advantage of the nega¬ 
tive housing market and a large number 
claim they are planning on attempting 
to benefit because of the falling prices. 

The Rightmove consumer confidence 
survey published today asked over 
28,000 people about their feelings 
regarding the current market. 

The majority of the respondents - a 
total of 65 per cent - said they felt the 
current decline in prices provided a win¬ 
dow of opportunity for cash-rich and 
mortgage-ready buyers. 



FIGURES from the National 
Association of Estate Agents show 
that the number of first-time buy¬ 
ers looking to enter the housing 
market more than doubled in the 
first fortnight of 2009. 

This is the most positive news yet for the 
housing market for the start of this year, 
according to analysts. 

A healthy 22.5 per cent of registered buyers 
were first-timers, up from just ten per cent in 
December 2008, and from 14.5 per cent in 
January a year ago. 

With first-timers recognised as a vital part of 
the housing market functioning properly, an 
increase in their market share is a positive 
sign by the experts.

Peter Bolton-King, chief executive of the 
association said: “This figure is highly signifi¬ 
cant in terms of demonstrating an increase in 
consumer confidence. The NAEA views first¬ 
time buyers as the bedrock of a healthy hous¬ 
ing market. 

“During the boom years we saw the number 
of first-time buyers as a proportion of buyers 
rise as high as 37 per cent, and I believe that 
an average of 25 per cent is indicative of a 
healthy and confident market. 

‘While the figure of 22.5 per cent is definite¬ 
ly not a sign that the housing sector is out of 
the woods yet, it does suggest that those infa¬ 
mous green shoots of recovery may not be as 
far off as first thought.” 


The association’s figures, which came from a 
survey of their 14,000 members, also revealed 
an upturn in activity levels across the market. 

There was an average of four sales per agent 
in the first two weeks of January compared to 
a monthly average of six in November and 
December. Estate agents also reported an 
average of ten new sellers in the first fortnight 
of 2009. 

Over half of those registering - 55 per cent - 
were second-time buyers, said the association 
with buy-to-let investors accounting for a fur¬ 
ther 22 per cent. 

Mr Bolton-King added: “These statistics are 
evidence that consumer confidence is slowly 
being restored but I must counter this by say¬ 
ing that unless lenders respond to consumer 
demand, then any green shoots will wither 
and die on the branch.”

FIAT is on a roll at the moment 
and the Fiat 500 is cult car of the 
day, but don’t forget how this 
revival began - with the Fiat 
Panda in 2004.

European Car of the Year, took the fight to 
cheap and cheerful Far East runabouts, sup¬ 
plied the platform for the hugely successful 
500 and, in its fifth year, is enjoying a new 
lease of life as a recession-buster. 

Our test car is the sporty 100HP flagship 
(pictured - £10,260) and there is a still dearer 
designer diesel 4x4, the Cross (£11,995), but it 
is the value for money 1.2-litre petrol versions 
(from £7,600) that impress most. 

Panda ownership comes even cheaper than 
that with the 1.1 petrol (from £6,995), but the 
1.2 has more pep and is no worse on fuel or 
road tax, though both engines are available in 
ultra-green ECO form, saving some five miles 
to the gallon on average and qualifying for the 
minimum payable road tax (£35/year). 

For out and out economy, the 1.3 Multi Jet 
diesel (£8,995) is capable of averaging well

Use hidden talents -

Accountants crucial in small firms' fight for survival

SMALLER Kent companies - 
which make up most of the firms in 
the county - have been urged to 
unlock the hidden talents of their 
accountants in the fight for sur¬ 
vival and thriving for the future. 

They have been told that number-crunchers 
aren’t just good with the profit and loss 
account and the balance sheet, they can also 
help with general business advice such as how 
to unlock finance. 

Smaller businesses, with tighter profit mar¬ 
gins, fewer overheads to cut and limited access 
to credit, are especially vulnerable in the 
downturn and need to make the best use of all 
their contacts. 

The advice comes from Kent accountancy 
firm Horwath Clark Whitehill, which has 
offices in Tunbridge Wells and Maidstone. 

Big businesses and larger organisations can 
seek advice from investment bankers or from 
their external public relations and marketing 
support teams. 

However, for smaller companies these 
options are not always available and they 
could use their accountants for help, advice, 
ideas and strategic guidance. 

Mark Anderson, a partner with HCW, said 
an accountant can act as an objective, impar¬ 
tial sounding board. 

He said: “Communication between a busi¬ 
ness and its advisers is always important but 
particularly so during difficult trading times. 

“Planning ahead and liaising closely with 
your accountants can alleviate many future 
problems and ensure a business is ready for 
anything that may arise. 


“Going through potential scenarios which 
may impact a business - such as the loss of a 
key supplier or client - is a worthwhile exer¬ 
cise and can mean less panic and stress should 
the worst occur. Thinking ahead can help a 
company stay physically ahead.” 

The downturn has also brought into sharper 
focus one of the key accountancy activities - 
tracking cash in and out of businesses. Now, 
cash flow is vital. 

Mr Anderson said: “Accountancy firms’ tradi¬ 
tional skills can help their clients by chasing 


up cash from debtors, checking credit refer¬ 
ences and keeping an eye on the financial 
health of clients. 

“Your accountant can also be very important 
in putting your case forward when raising 
funds from lenders, whether they are a bank 
or a private investor. He or she may well have 
important knowledge about which lenders are 
best placed and most willing to do business in 
the current climate, and what other sources of 
funding may be available, such as private 
equity and venture capital.”
